PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


Raleigh,  N.  C.,  July  23,  1919. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company. 
-  Gentlemen:  After  the  resignation  of  Hon.  S.  M.  Brinson 
as  Director  and  President  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina 
Railroad,  I  was  in  March,  1919,  appointed  by  Governor  Biek- 
ett.  his  successor  as  Director  and  directed  by  the  Governor  to 
serve  as  Acting  President  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  in  order  to  save  the  expense  and  the  incon- 
venience of  an  earlier  called  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  election  of  a   President. 

Since  that  date,  I  have  performed  the  duties  of  President, 
restricting  myself,  however,  to  the  performance  only  of  those 
formal  official  duties,  such  as  the  signing  of  reports,  vouchers, 
etc.,  as  were  required  under  the  charter  and  by  the  State  and 
National  Governments  of  the  President;  of  the  corporation. 

For  information  as  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  road, 
buildings,  equipment,  etc.,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  your 
expert  and  for  information  about  your  financial  matters,  I 
refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  and  the  Auditor. 

hi  conclusion,  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  anomalous 
situation  in  which  stockholders  and  officers  of  your  road  find 
themselves  in  being  compelled  to  pay  their  own  expenses  over 
their  own  road  even  to  their  annual  meeting  for  the  transac- 
tion of  the  business  of  the  road.  The  charer  and  the  by-laws 
of  the  road  grant  to  stock-holders  free  transporation  to  the 
annual  meeting  and  to  certain  officials  of  the  road  annual  free 
transportation  over  it.  These  rights  of  free  transportation 
were  granted  under  their  contract  by  the  lessees  of  the  road 
until  the  Federal  Government  took  control  of  it. 

This  situation  ought  to  be  given  your  serious  consideration 
and  immediate  attention.

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company. 

Gentlemen:  We,  the  undersigned  Expert.-,  representing  the 
Lessor  and  Lessee,  beg  to  report  that  we  made  the  annual  in- 
spection of  the  roadbed,  depot  buildings  and  shops  on  the  18  th 
instant,  and  find  that  the  requirements  of  the  lease  have  been 
met. 

Repairs  are  needed  on  stations  at  Bests  and  Wildwood,  also 
to  platform  at  Thurman. 

The  trestles  and  bridges  are  in  safe  condition,  some  guard 
rails  rails  and  ties  need  replacing,  and  piles  have  been  put  on 
the  ground  for  use  under  the  trestles  near  Caswell. 

Xeuse  River  Bridge  Tender's  House  near  Kinston,  destroy- 
ed by  fire,  has  been  replaced. 

Improvements  have  been  made  ar  Kinston  by  the  construc- 
tion of  overhead  offices  in  Freight  Warehouse.  At  Xew  Bern, 
a  Coach  Renovating  Shed  bas  been  constructed,  a  Smith  Vale 
Triplex  Double  Acting  Pump  and  25  LL  P.  Electric  Motor 
has  been  installed  at  water  station,  and  improvements  are  be- 
ing made  on  Coal  Hoist.  The  old  steam  hoist  is  being  replaced 
by  Electric  Hoist.
